report of the great Convention 
held in Mobile, July 6th to 9th, has 
not appeared in the Journal before 
ttt is, is that to do justice to it would 
m ake a story that would fill the four 
big Pages of this paper, some being 
left over for the next issue, thereby 
crowdiug out Chicago and New 
York, which to those all-important 
centers would be just about the same 
thing as blotting out the sun. The 
following write-up is therefore 
necessarily abbreviated. 

The expectant crowds descended 
on the Bay City for the Fifth Bien- 
nial Convention of the Alabama As- 
sociation of the Deaf by all available 
means of locomotion, some of them 
coming hundreds of miles by auto. 
They came not only from all points 
in Alabama but from other States— 
even from far-off Michigan, and the 
welcome they got was worth travel- 
ing across the country to enjoy. 

The visitors, numbering about 
fifty, were tendered a reception on 
the evening of July 5th in the par- 
lors of the Battle House, the con 
vention headquarters, one of the 
finest hotels of the South, and the 
manifest enthusiasm, and exclama 
tions of delight from these present, 
made the throng seem like five hun- 
dred. The crowd had no sooner ad 
journed to the cool hotel veranda to 
enjoy the brisk breeze from the Bay 
than Mobile's hit was complete — 
everybody was glad to be there and 
■orry for the stay at homes — some of 
them in the " hot and sweltry" (by 
comparison) north. 

The official welcome was deliver- 
ed the following morning at the Y. 
M. C. A. Auditorium, where the 
convention held its sessions, by 
Commissioner Harry T. Hartwell, 
whose address shows such rare ap- 
preciation of the silent folks on the 
Part of a leading public figure that 
it is herewith given entire. 

Commissioner Hartwell's Ad- 
dress. 

" I have been signally honored, 
in fact I really have become distin- 
guished in having been selected to 
deliver this address of welcome to 
the Alabama Association of the 
Deaf. When it was announced that 
I was to address this splendid as- 
sembly many of my friends came to 
me and stated that they had always 
realized that I enjoyed the distinc- 
tion of being a marathon talker, but 
this was the first time that they had 
learned that I was sufficiently scien- 
tific to talk to the deaf. So I am 
happy in lay new vocation and I am 
glad to know that I have reached 
the point in life where I speak your 
language. It is gratifying to me to 
have had the privilege extended of 
welcoming you to Alabama's only 
aeaport, and we want you to feel 
that while you are in our midst that 
Von are one of us, and that we are 
exceedingly glad to have you as our 
guests. 

" Mobile is an historical old city and 
is often referred to as that which re- 
sembles a brilliant jewel embedded 
in a gorgeous setting. It is the 
heart of the storied southland. It is 
the gateway to the great undevelop- 
ed tropic shores beyond the Mexi- 
can Gulf. It is where Southern 
chivalry fought for a lost cause. 
We have served under five flags and 
I am happy to say we are now serv- 
ing the sixth, the flag of our Great 
American Merchant Marine. And 
It is upon this point that I want to 
dwell with you for a moment that 
you may take a message back homo. 

" The Port of Mobile is your sea- 

§>rt. It is an integral part of the 
tate of Alabama. It is to our State 
Government what the University of 
Alabama is, and the University of 
Auburn. If is a part and parcel of 
our entire existence, so in the deve- 
lopment of this splendid harbor we 
have a great work ahead, and it Is 



your work as well as mine, for as 
your seaport grows, so grows the in 
dustrial and commercial interests of 
the State. God has blessed us with 
many, many natural advantages 
The opportunity still lingers for us 
to take advantage of them. While 
it is true we have a late start over 
our sister State, Louisiana, for they 
have expended more than twenty- 
five million dollars within the last 
seventeen years in the developing of 
the terminals at their only seaport, 
New Orleans, and to-day it enjoys 
the distinctiou of being the second 
port in this country in export. 

"So with our vast mileage of 
navigable waters throughout Ala- 
bama, and with the people of the 
State awakening and realizing what 
these opportunities means to our fu 
ture development, we more thorough- 
ly realize the importance of pushing 
ahead, driving on. With this great 
mechanical genius, Henry Ford, at 
Muscle Shoals, with the expenditure 
of ten million dollars at your sea- 
port in the building of modern ter- 
minal facilities, and with a bridge 
stretched across the delta from Mo 
bile to the shores of Baldwin County, 
Alabama will then have reached its 
millennium, and we are going to 
change the old slogan from ' Here 
we rest,' to ' Yonder we go'." 

The Commissioner, whose job of 
running Mobile keeps him very busy, 
put in a somewhat tardy appearance, 
but was finally ushered in by the 
alert Chairman of the Committee on 
Arrangements, Mr. D'Arcy Wilson. 
The honorable gentleman was in- 
troduced by Mrs. Clarance Scars- 
brooks, the vice president of the As- 
sociation, who presided in the ab- 
sence of the president, Mr. D. M. 
Huffman. 

The address of welcome was nice- 
ly interpreted by Mrs. Annie Phil- 
lips, a daughter of deaf parents, Mr 
and Mrs. John Decell, until recently 
of Meridan, Miss. Before bowing 
himself out the Commissioner turned 
over to the assembly with the keys 
of the city, his tug, " Hukey," on 
which the guests had an enjoyable 
sail that afternoon. 

Responding to the address, Mr. J. 
H. McFarlane expressed in a mea- 
sure only the appreciation of the 
magnificent hospitality shown the 
delegates — it was impossible to say 
more than a fraction of the nice 
things about the entertainment 
afforded by the Convention town 
that it really deserved The truth 
is that Mobile, with its wonderful 
water facilities that make it a world 
port, and the big heartedness of its 
people, is an ideal place for a Con- 
vention — a National Convention — 
and Atlanta, 1923, which aims to be 
the "best ever," will have to set a 
fast pace to beat the one recently 
held in Mobile No National Con- 
vention of the deaf in the memory of 
a number of the oldest Nads or 
Prats, who were at Mobile, ever put 
a better brand of entertainment than 
was enjoyed there. 

Fittingly injected into the opening 
session was the State song, "Ala- 
bama," which was impressively 
rendered by Mrs J H. McFarlane. 
As few of the readers of the Jour- 
nal are familiar with this] gem, it is 
passed along , as follows :

No program of a convention of the 
Alabama deaf would be complete 
without something on it by Mr. W. 
S. Johnson, who is always the most 
couspicuons figure at gatherings of 
the deaf in this State. Mr. Johnson 
knows the history of the deaf from 
away back, having attended the first 
convention of the National Associa- 
tion of the Deaf and other National 
and State gatherings of the deaf in 
many parts of the country. His 
subject at the Mobile Convention, 
" Impressions and Reminiscences," 
was therefore very appropriate. He 
began his address at the fifties or 
sixties and talked right down to the 
present, enlightening his fascinated 
" optience" with things not found 
in books-mostly incidents pertaining 
to the Alabama School for the Deaf, 
which was founded by his brother, 
Dr. Joseph H. Johnson. 

The high esteem in which Mr 
Johnson is held by the Alabama 
deaf, was manifest in his being 
presented a handsome amber-headed 
umbrella by the Silent Club of 
Mobile during the Convention. Mr. 
C. J. Daughdrill, an old pupil of 
Mr. Johnson's, made the presenta- 
tion. 

There was so much to enjoy out 
of doors in the Bay City in the 
limited time of the convention, that 
the regular program of the affair 
was every properly confined to the 
mornings, while it was in session, 
excepting the closing business ses 
sion, which was held on the evening 
of July 7th. Most of those in at- 
tendance came for a good time whe- 
ther they took in much speechifying 
or not, and they got what they came 
for in good measure. 

The second session of the conven- 
tion was to have been featured by 
several " addresses of moment," but 
owing to the prolonged discussion 
evoked by one of them, a number of 
the speakers on the program are yet 
to be heard from. We trust that the 
cold storage facilities are good at 
their homes and that they will bring 
forth their efforts at our next con- 
vention in good condition. 

Rev. H. L, Tracy, of the Missis- 
sippi School for the Deaf, who this 
summer has made a swing around 
the circle in the interest of the N. 
A. D. and the N. F. S. D., deliver- 
ed a stirring address on " The Why 
of It." His subject at first proved 
mystifying to those who were un- 
familiar with the famous " If not, 
why not, " slogan, which he pressed 
home with good effect, declaring 
the reason for the faith in him as a 
life member of the N. A. D. At 
the close of his address the advisa- 
bility of making the Alabama As- 
sociation a branch of the N. A. D. 
was discussed and a motion was 
passed to that effect. The matter 
will be brought up again at the next 
convention of the association, when 
the committee appointed to amend 
the constitution of the Association 
makes its recommendations. The 
chances of the Alabama Association's 
becoming a permanent branch of the 
National Association look good in 
the light of the crowning event of 
the N. A. D. to be held in Atlanta 
next summer. 

A contribution to the Atlanta Con- 
vention fund was started at this ses- 
sion, and it is expected that at the 
final count Alabama will be right in 
the front of the procession in this 
matter. 

The doing of the final session of 
the convention are summed up in the 
following report from the Mobile 
Register. 

■ ' The second day of the fifth bien- 
nial convention of the Alabama As- 
sociation of the deaf was turned over 
to the business side with the election 
of new officers, passing of various 
resolutions and the changing of the 
name of the organization upon affi- 
liating with the National Associa- 
tion of the Deaf. 

hief of interest was the elec- 
tion of new officers to replace the 
present incumbents, one of whom 
was re elected. The new officers as 
chosen are: William F. Grace, of 
Talladega, president; Mrs. J. H, Mc- 
Farlane, of Talladega, vice-president; 
John G. Chunn, Birmingham, sec- 
retary ; J. W. Brocato, treasurer. 
Retiring officers are: D. W. Hull- 
man, Birmingham, president ; Mrs 
Scarsbrook, Orrville, vice-president ; 
Herman Harper, Birmingham, sec- 
retary ; J. W. Brocato, treasurer. 



" The report of the secretary upon 
the last convention, held two years 
ago in Montgomery, was read, the 
proceeding of that gathering being 
read and approved. The report of 
the treasurer, J. W Brocato, show- 
ed the association to be in good fin- 
ancial condition, and the auditing 
committee, of which John G. Chunn 
is chairman, verified his report, stat- 
ing that all his statements were 
found to be correct in every detail. 
' ' The question of founding a 
labor bureau for the deaf was the 
principal question before the meet- 
ing. It was pointed out by W. S. 
Johnson that former Secretary 
Robertson had suggested such a 
move some time ago, but that the 
legislature had failed to bring an 
action upon it. Mr. Harper sug- 
gested that the State Association 
push the bill into the lime-light 
once again, and it was passed with- 
out a dissenting vote. 

"Upon detecting a flaw in the 
rules of the Alabama Association, a 
motion was heard by the chair to 
appoint a committee to revise the 
rules, so as to remove this flaw. 
The following committee was ap- 
pointed : J. H. McFarlane, Chair- 
man ; W. S. Johnson, J. G. Chunn, 
W. F. Grace and D'Arcy Wilson, 
the latter of Mobile. 

" Birmingham has been chosen as 
the next meeting place of the Ala- 
bama organization and the 1924 ses- 
sion will take place in that city. 
Rev. H. L. Tracey was asked to 
convey the greeting of the Alabama 
Association to the State gatherings 
of North and South Carolina to be 
held at Raleigh and Greenville. 
The announcement was made that 
Rev. H. L. Tracey, of Baton 
Rouge, La. , would preach a sermon 
at St. John's Episcopal Church 
here Sunday at 1 1 a.m. 

" Numerous resolutions were 
adopted by the delegates to the S. 
H. Peck Hotel Company, to Com- 
missioner Harry T. Hartwell, the 
Mobile Register and Aews-Iiem, the 
Kiwanis Club, the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Y. M. C. A., Mrs. 
Annie Phillips, F. A. Boyles, A. J. 
Staub, and the local committee of 
which D'Arcy Wilson was chairman. 
Another resolution was adopted en- 
dorsing the National Fraternal So- 
ciety of the Deaf, an insurance so- 
ciety. 

"The afternoon was spent in an 
automobile ride around the city, 
various historical and other beauty 
spots of interest in the city and 
nearby vicinity being pointed out to 
the visitors." X 

The biggest feature of the conven- 
tion in the eyes of most of the visi- 
tors was the grand finale in the form 
of an all-day picnic at Fairhope, 
across the Bay from Mobile. This 
included several hours' ride on the 
finest steamer that plies between 
those points. Aside from its at- 
tractions as a pleasure resort, Fair- 
hope is an interesting place as the 
home of the famous " single-tax" 
colony. But the attraction for the 
picnickers at Fairhope, was the 
magnificent bathing beach. They 
lost no time in getting into the water 
and some of them staid so long that 
they got sore — but the jolly expres- 
sion (though a bit too ruddy in these 
prohibition times) worn by the 
bathers on the way back indicated 
clearly that they like the rest of the 
party had nothing to feel sore about 
in the other sense of the word. 

The breaking up and leave taking 
of the convention crowd resolved it 
self into a very pretty affair. All 
aglow from their outing the guests 
were assembled at the hotel head- 
quarters, each feeling that some 
thing worth waiting for was yet to 
happen. At the psychological mo- 
ment the hustling secretary, Mr. 
Herman Harber, overcame Mr. 
D'Arcy Wilson's modesty sufficiently 
to bring him out before the crowd, 
where, after a speech complimenting 
him and the committee of which he 
was chairman on their big part in 
making the convention such a suc- 
cess, the secretary presented him a 
handsome loving cup, fittingly in- 
scribed, in memory of the occasion.

Tbe same issue of Mr. Gaillard's 
newspaper contains seven columns of 
addresses and other impressive pro- 
ceedings at tbe commemoration. 
There was eloquence in both prose 
and poetry, and ceremonial that 
made the proper impress upon all 
who attended. 
In the June issue announcement 
- is made of the death of M. Emile 
Merder, on Monday, May 22d, in a 
touching tribute to his memory by 
the editor of La Gazette des Sourds- 
Muets. 

Mr. Smile Mercier was known by 
several of the prominent deaf of tbe 
United States. He visited this 
country many years ago — we believe 
at the time of the World's Pair in 
Chicago. He made friendships in 
this country which were renewed at 
tbe Congress in Paris in 1889, and 
again in 1912, and was a delightful 
boat whose courtesies and big-heart- 
ed friendliness will not be forgotten. 
It was to Mr. Emil Mercier that 
we sent the moiety of a third of the 
fund to aid the war orphans of Bel- 
gium and Prance, and with charac- 
teristic faithfulness Mr. Mercier 
gave a detailed accounting of its dis- 
tribution among the suffering and 
needy deaf. 

The funeral services were held at 
the Church of St. Ferdinand des 
Ternes in Paris, on Friday, May 
h, and besides the members of the 
family, including his deaf-mute 
brother, M. Henri Mercier, there 
were present representatives of the 
different organizations of the deaf of 
France. 

Tbe editor of the Dbap-Mutbs' 
Jouknai. extends condolences to 
Mrs. Mercier and to M. Henri Mer- 
cier, and feels that the deaf of France 
have lost an able worker in their 
welfare and a good and generous 
friend. 



The University of Illinois six- 
week summer course in Athletics at- 
tended by hundreds of the best 
school, club and college coaches in 
the country, under the direction of 
Zuppke, Huff, Gill and Griffith (tbe 
newly -appointed " Czar Landis " of 
American collegiate athletics) is 
over. 

Two deaf coaches completed the 
course with credit. Joe Bouchard, 
coach at the Hartford, Ct., school, 
and Robey Burns, of Jacksonville, 
Illinois. Their pictures will appear 
in the Silent Worker. 

Burns is now spendiug a few weeks 
in tbe local Mergentbaler Linotype 
School, perfecting his mastery of the 
intriciate mechanicism of the etaoin 
shrdlu. His former post of literary 
teacher interfering seriously with 
his coaching, Col. Smith has trans- 
ferred him to the printing plant, 
where he will do the actual instruct- 
ing and bossing, while the capable 
Camp attends to the editorial duties 
and such. This arrangement not 
only assures Burns of proper oppor 
tunitiesfor athletic work, but betters 
the printing plant 100 per cent- 
Camp never was a good sign-talker, 
though a master printer and a fluent 
editor. 

Burns will start football practice 
two weeks before school opens, 
having some two dozen candidates 
on the ground September 5th. They 
will police tbe grounds and otherwise 
prepare for the opening of school 
every morning, and in the afternoon 
will cavort in football togs. 

Col. Smith evinces bis progres- 
siveness by engaging F. S. Fancher 
as military instructor and bandsman. 
All boys over 12 yesrs of age will 
receive military training. Fancber 
will be remembered as the man who 
organized the band at Gallaudet 
College — which " busted" when he 
left in 1 9 14 — and also a band of 
silents at Goodyear directly after 
the war. 

Col. Smith has also engaged a new 
principal — Tunis V. Archer from 
Texas. 

Silent activities were completely 
suspended for tbe week of July 31st 
to August 6th, inclusive when not a 
single trolley car or elevated train 
ran transportation was solely by 
foot, railroad or auto. To the loop 
from nearly any point in the city 
was 25 cents by touring car, or 15 
cents by bumpetty trucks equipped 
with rough wooden benches. How 
the toilers of this city of three mil- 
lion population managed to reach 
work is a wonder, yet apparently 
nearly all did. Two deaths and ten 
injuries a day were the average toll 
for transporting over a million 
riders. 

The Sac and Pas business meet- 
ings of the 4th and 5th were natu- 
rally called off. Also the Sac bas- 
ket social of the 6th. 

For once in large Chicago 
strikes, public sympathy was 
wholly and heatedly behind the 
strikers. Although the surface 
lines had been compelled to lower 
fares only I2J4 per cent, they de- 
manded the workmen take a wage 
cut of 19 per cent, and work a nine- 
hour day instead of eight hours. 
The " L " or elevated line suffering 
no reduction in fares yet, lined up 
also. After just six days, a com- 
promise was reached on a reduction 
of ten cents per hour. Old scale 
82 cents, new scale 72 cents — leav 
ing Chicago still the highest scale 
of traction employees in the United 
States. The owners' original pro- 
position was a cut from 82 to 65 
cents. Eight hours stands. 

Fortunately the car company did 
not begin to start to commence to 
carry out its boasted policy of run- 
ning cars with a force assembled by 
the notorious Waddell, and by the 
same labor agencies on West Madi- 
son Street that recruited the poor 
fellows

After some chinning with the colored 
chauffeur, they climbed aboard 
The bus turned West at 35th Street, 
and finally ran completely out of gas 
in the heart of the foreign district, 
where nothing but signs, in Polish 
and other Bohunk languages graced 
tbe windows. It was pay night, and 
there was I stranded at 3: 25 am., 
in a tough, strange locality, with $97 
in bills, considerable silver and jew- 
elry, and no weapon. Have not 
packed a gun since I turned in my 
police star in Vancouver and carae 
East soon after war broke out. 

Tbe brunette flivver- tamer bad a 
fruitless half-an-hour's guest for 
gasoline in HunkevHle and Bohunk- 
berg before I left him to set out on a 
lone hunt for civilization. All the 
stage props were there for ' ' some- 
thin' to happen," there were several 
gentlemen of dubious appearance 
and on tbe streets ; but 45 minutes' 
brisk walk resulted in crossing the 
bows of one of those staunch, de- 

?mdable, reliable "Yellow Cabs." 
he rest was easy. Believe me, 
never was an Irishman so glad to see 
a splotch of grape disfiguring the 
landscape as I was to hail " that 
there Yellow." 

Yet we used to curse a five-minute 
delay in the elevated or surface ser- 
vice ! 
And we probably will tomorrow. 
Proving human nature is a pecu- 
liar thing.

Hetzel is the only deaf man 
employed as a driver in any auto 
plant, being one of some thirty-five 
silents in the huge Willys-Overland 
factory.

SEATTLE 



Theprinoial event, in Seattle late- 
ly was the Fiat automobile party to 
Snoqualmle Paaa, July 80th. It 
pioved a greater drawing oard than 

its promoters has any idea of. The 
plan wuh for the deaf on both the 
east and west, sides of the Cascades 
to go In automobiles by way of 
Bnoqualmie Pass and meet, al Lake 
Keechelus, a few miles to the east 
Of the BUmmil Of the pass. Ovei 
sixty people came from the west 
side, including hearing relatives 
and fi lends of the deaf. Four hired 
cars left Seattle Sunday moining 
and there were nine or ten private 
cars from different places, mcliid 
iug Seattle, Everett, and RentOU. 
Between thirty and lorty people 
came Iroin the different points on 
the east side, including Yakima, 
Weaatchoe, and Bllenburg, 

Unfortunately, what would Other- 
wise have been a most enjoyable 
outing was mailed by a serious 
aooldent. Oue of the Seattle hired 
cars, while turning a curve, skidded 
off the road and rolled over an 
embankment. All of the eight 
occupants were thrown out and 
severely bruised. If is a wonder 
that ii'» one was killed. The occii 
pants of the car were Mr. and Mrs. 
Fred Kuhn, Dr. and Mrs. Olof Han- 
son, Mi. J. T. Bodley, all of Seat- 
tle; Miss Addie Medley, employed at 
the Vancouvci School, and a lady 
from Missouri visiting iu Seattle; 
Mrs Hodge of La Plata, and the 
driver, Mr. Arthur Allen of Seattle, 
an experience jitney < 1 r i \ 

Dr. and Mrs. Hanson were most 
severely injured and were placed In 

a oar and taken to Ronton foi emer- 
gency treatment. Mrs. Hanson was 
a tunned and taken out unconscious. 
She was severely bruised on the left 
side Of hei head, her left eye closed 
and swollen and her neck stiff. 
Dr. Hanson's right aim was broken 
near the the shoulder. The other 
Injured were taken a few miles fur- 
ther on t0 the hotel at Lake Keeche- 
lus, and H doctor summoned from 

Euumblaw. Mrs. Hodge had a rib 

broken, and was bruised about the 
mouth and face. Mrs. Kuhn suffetcd 
an Injury of the back. Mr. Kuhn 
was bruised about the body. Miss 
Medley was bruised in the face and 
chest. Mr. Bodley was bruised ou 



the ueck and body. The driver 
was severely cut on the leg, requir- 
ing nine stitches by the doctor. All 
the injured will recover. 

The road where the accident 
happened Is narrow, barely room 
for two cars to pase each other. It 
is cnt out of the hill side on oue 
side and filled iu on the other side, 
with no guard on the filled side on 
the cuives. The car was going 
slowly along the edge when it 
skidded and upset and rolled over. 
It is said that the skidding was 
due to soft gravel, which gave way 
when the heavy car came ou It. 
The car turned completely over one 
full turn and then started on the 
second turn, when It was stopped by 
a log, The occupants of the oar, 
however, did uot stop, but were 
thrown clear of the car amoug the 
logs beyond. The car was a com- 
plete wreck. 

The brother of Mr. Adams, of 
Ronton, did the most to help those 
injured He first took Dr. and 
Mrs. Hanson to Renton, fifty miles 
from the wreck, and then returned 
and brought Mr. and Mrs. Kuhn, 
with such of his family as he could 
accommodate, while some of the 
members of his family had to re- 
turn iu other cars. 

The arrangements for the trip 
were In charge of Mr. A. W. 
Wright. It was a trip that will 
not soon be forgotten, but all are 
glad that it did not turn out worse.

Others think that the 
Home should tie near Seattle, the 
metropolis of the State, where the 
large number of deaf can tie of 
service and help to the Home. 
Still others argue that the Home 
should be east of the mountains, 
and they are backed by medical 
authorities, who claim that the dry 
climate is preferable for people 
suffering with rheumatism lo the 
damp climate neater the coast. As 
rheumatism is a common ailment to 
old people this matter Is worth 
considering.

August 12, 1922— Upon our 
return Tuesday from Fort Wayne we 
found the below account of the pic- 
nic given for the benefit of the In- 
diana Home for the Aged aud lu- 
firm Deaf sent on by our friend, 
Mr. Nelson I. Snyder. " A friend 
in need is a friend indeed" was well 
illustrated by a good crowd from 
Cincinnati and other ueaiby 
points of Ohio.

There 
was a sprinkling of rain when we 
left, and as we proceeded the rain 
because mote general, making the 
day very unpromising for an out- 
ing. Before we were entirely out 
of Montgomery County, however, 
the sun peeped out of the clouds 
and winked at us. We bliuked at 
him In return aud said "Ten- 
Sheu." Little by little the sky be- 
gan to clear, aud a little after 
eleveu o'clock, our auto went 
through the park Arch, and stop- 
ped beside- Mr. aud Mrs. Ed. P. 
Binkley, who were trudging their 
way to the place selected as the 
rendezvous for those who hear not. 
We hailed them as a God-send and 
made room for them in the auto to 
guide us to the right spot. Arriv- 
ing there, we were pleased to meet 
quite a number of Buckeyes of our 
acquaintance of Lang Syne, among 
whom were Mr. aud Mrs. Rodney 
Biadley, Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Wodley, Chester Nott aud Allen 
Green, of Hamilton ; Mr. and Mrs.

Mr. aud Mrs. David Klepinger and 
Clifford O. Dell, of Arcanum ; Mi. 
aud Mrs. Wm. Huebuer, and Win.

Mike Hoar, and Gillman Sheley, of 
Indianapolis; Ike Kisor, Cam- 
bridge City ; Mrs. Eva Bixler, of 
Mariou ; Chas. MoCloskey, of Law 
reuce. Of course, our old 
1 1 iends, Mr. and Mrs. John Boyd, 
Of Cambridge City, were then-, and 
about the entire deaf population of 
Richmond, and Immediate vicinity 
were in al tendance — in all there 
were about 150 on the grounds. 

It was not until after one o'clock 
when we were told to fall to and 
eat. There were half a dozen or 
more long tables laden with viands 
of the choicest variety, each family 
having brought a well filled basket. 
After ample justice was done to the 
repast, the orator of the day, Mr. 
Robert McGregor, of Columbus, 
introduced by Earl Mather, 
'Chairman. Mr. McGregor's address 
was listened to attentively and 
much enjoyed. He told ol the ob- 
stacles at first of getting the Ohio 
deaf interested in the Home for the 
Aged aud In Hi in Deaf, and how the 
interest gradually grown warm, cul- 
minated in a reality. It was work, 
work, work, aud nothing* else that 
made the Ohio Home what it is to- 
day. Indiana has a far better 
beginning them had Ohio, he assert- 
ed Mr. Bierhaus took the stand 
after Mr. McGiegor retired, aud 
told how he remembered of listen- 
ing to the hitter's lecture in Indiana 
years ago on the subject of a Home 
for the old aud feeble and gave him 
the credit of stirring him up to a 
realization of its worth-whileuess, 
and since that, lime he has been 
trying to puab thla project along 
the best he knew how. 

Mr. Jutt followed Mr. Bierhaus 
and gave his impression ol the 
Archibald farm, which he had visit- 
ed, anil declared il a very desirable 
for the proposed Home, the 
soil being fertile and every thing iu 
apple pie order. 

Mi. Bierhaus again came forward 
and gave his report as treasurer. 
The total amount in his care now 
exceeds $17,000, most of which 
six per cent. He will endow 
a room. 

Mr. Aichibald told about his or- 
chard. He has been working OU it, 
and improving the farm in general. 
The orchard has quite a number of 
young trees, which In a year or two 
Will bear abundant fruit. He is not 
charging a cent for his labor, the 
Home will have the benefit of all 
the improvements after he turns it 
over to the Board of Trustees. 

Mi. McGiegor gave much credit 
to Ohio Ladies' Aid Societies for the 
success of the Home, and suggested 
that Indiana ladies organize similar 
societies in the vaiious cities of the 
State. 

Mrs. Bixley, of Mariou, said that 
there was such a society in her city 
and that it had been iu existeuoe 
for three years. Much sewing has 



been done for the proposed Home, 
and she has been waiting for it to 
be built. Said there was only one 
other society, but hoped more would 
be organised in good time 

Mr. Frazier displayed his skill as 
au artist. He drew quite a number 
of faces of different nationalities in 
a clever way. 

The picnic netted the Home at 
least $60, about all of which was 
donated. Altogether it was a fine 
awakening in the interest of 
humanity, and the seeds sown at^ 
this piouic promise to beat ex 
celleut results In the future. 
Another meetiug is scheduled for 
August 27th, at Acton, and a large 
attendance and much interest is 
anticipated.
